Isnting the waiters' unions, whose 
"inembers are on strike, obtained from 
Judge Dickinson in the district court 
a restraining order against the busi- 
ness men and proprietors that is more 
extensive than that granted by the 
federal court against the unions last 
week. 


The order of the court enjoins 


the business men from refusing to sell 
goods to dealers who employ union 
labor, prevents them from boycotting 
union labor, requires the Business 
Men's association to cease holding 
meetings or conspiring against the 
unions, or in any way interfering with 
the unions in the management of their 
affairs. .. 


The order of the court restrains the 


Business Men's association and others 
named as defendants from in any 
manner threatening tojnjure the busi- 
ness of any employer of members of 
cross-complainants' union or mem- 
ber of labor union, or any person who 
may employ or desire to employ such 
union men, or from, refusing to sell 
commodities and supplies of merchan- 
dise to employers of such union labor 
and from discriminating against such 
persons in,the prices charged for any 
such commodities, and from threaten- 
ing or intimidating in any manner any 
person into Joining the said Business 
Men's association or any organiza- 
tions to join labor unions. 


The defendants are enjoined from 


threatening or intimidating any per- 
son who may have become a member 
of said association or organization if 
ic employs organized labor or recog- 
nizes labor unions into discontinuing 
•uch employment. 


The order also prohibits the defend- 


ants from receiving or paying out any 
money whatever in pursuance of any 
agreement to break up labor unions 
except to attorneys in this action, and 
he importation of any laborers Into 
Omaha or Nebraska and from bring- 
ng any other injunction suits.

In order to calculate the linear veloc- 


ity of the earth in its orbit we must 
first know its distance from the sun. 
If we can measure the earth's velocity, 
the sun's distance can be computed. If 
the velocity can be determined with 
great accuracy, the resulting value of 
the sun's distance is proportionately 
precise. The methods of spectroscopy 
have been so far improved that we are 
within measurable distance of deter- 
mining the solar parallax by spectro- 
•copic observations. If any star near 
the zodiac be'observed with the spec- 
troscope at the two seasons when its 
longitude differs from that of the sun 
by 00 degrees, we can deduce not only 
the velocity of the star, but also the 
mean velocity of the earth in its orbit 
Spectroscope observations of stellar ve- 
locity in the line of sight are now so 
good that the value of the solar dis- 
tance which may be had on the princi- 
ple described ia at least of the same 
order of accuracy as values derived 
from ol(ler methods.—Evangelist

MAY DUPE GERMANY 


Great Britain, Japan and Russia 


Said to Be Allied.* 
Crawford Store Today 


BRITISH CHARGED WITH DUPLICITY 


Three Powers May Parcel Out China 


According to Term* ot Allied Secre 
Compact to the Prejudice of Ger- 
mauy — Emperor William Alarm 
Becaute of the Rumor. 


Washington, May 13.—According to 


advices from reliable sources received 
here from Berlin, Emperor William is 
much concerned over a rumor that 
Great Britain is playing a double part 
in the increasingly serious question of 
Russian designs In China and that 
Germany may b* duped. 


The advices state that England ha* 


broken her acknowledged 
alliance 


with Japan and formed'a secret com- 
pact with Russia and France under 
the terms of which China will b« 
carved up without much regard for 
Germany. 


The belief that England is playing 


a double part in the eastern question 
is widespread among government offi- 
cials here, but of course none of the 
officials will talk for publication. 


Just a sign of this belief resulted 


from England's action in the New 
Chwang incident, but the inference 
was so startling that the higher oui- 
cials refused to entertain it. Yet they 
were greatly surprised at the uncon- 
cern with which England viewed the 
affair. 


England gave her Japanese ally only 


tbe weakest kind of support and tried 
to induce the United States to drag 
British chestnuts out of the Manchu- 
rian fire. 


After it became known through th« 


press dispatches that It had been 
officially announced in the English 
parliament that the British consul at 
New Chwang had reported that tht 
Russians had never reoccupied that 
place, the suspicion of England was 
extended to some of the highest of- 
ficials in the state department 


Unintentionally Misinformed. 


Washington, May 13.—The state de- 


partment has satisfied itself that it 
was unintentionally misinformed re- 
specting the reported Russian reoccu- 
pation of New Chwang. The United 
States consul at that port had it on 
what he regarded as trustworthy au- 
thority that the Russian troops were 
fortifying acd reoccupying the place, 
and as was his duty In such a case, he 
transmitted the report to the state de- 
partment through Mr. -Cooper. 


Ovation to the President. 


San Francisco, May 13. — Heartier 


greeting was never given a president 
of the United States than that offered 
by the city of San Francisco to Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. 
Through miles and 


miles of densely packed, cheeiing, pa- 
triotically-enthused humanity the na- 
tion's chief passed bowing his ac- 
knowledgments, evidently tired from 
maintaining an erect position in car- 
riage but buoyed up by the impres- 
siveness of the demonstration. It was 
a magnificent ovation. Mayor Schmidt 
formally greeted Mr. Roosevelt, the 
president making a brief response. A 
notable feature of the procession was 
the fancy marching of the Cleveland 
Grays, who came from Ohio to par- 
ticipate in the California greeting.
